^IGHT NOBLE EARLE, in former dme^ it was 
' held fo deep an office of iuftice to eternize the 
memories of worthie perfonages, deceafed, with 
fumptuous monuments and learned epitaphes, as, 
in the overthrowes of warre, the dead were ran- 
fomed to have honorable funerals, at as hye a price as the 
living Captaines in hope of further fervice. One of the chief 
of the feven wonders of the worlde, was the fumptuous fepul- 
ture of King Maufolus, which his loving wife, Artimifia, cauf- 
ed to be ereded ; and, in advantage, (he hyred, with rich re- 
wardes, the moft famous poets of Grece to regifter his life 
and vertues. The fermorming of thefe loving and naturall 
dueties, is the caufe that the memory of fo many famous men 
(long fince engraved) is, at this day, fo frefh, and, to pofte- 
retie, the incouragement to vertue fo great. And, to fay the 
truth, the Cronides of good mens ades are the guydes of 
wel-doine ; on the other fide, the blaming of vitious deedes 
is the bndle of evil attempts. The noble Emperor Alexan- 
der, called Severus, would oftentimes fay, that his firmeft mo-

dons to do welU proceeded of this caufe ; that hiftoiiogra- 
phers ihould write well of him, by the warrant of good de- 
b^ i and, furthermore, he feared to iniury any writer, left 
he fhould defame him through a froward and malicious dif- 
pofition. Your Honorable Lordfliip, in folemnizing moft 
fumptuouily the funerals of the thrife noble Lord, and your 
deare brother, the late Earle of Suflex, fiilly aflureth the 
world, that you regarded his worthinefle fiuTe more then his 
wealth. And to give him his right, the fiill report of his 
vertues, would be a taflce as troublefome, as to ^e apinft 
thefunnepainefull. But, for that in greateft thmgs, it fuf- 
ficeth to mow a good will, much moved by the pallion of a 
comon forrow for the death of fo gracious a Lord, but farre 
more by the generall bruite of his divine and heroicall ver- 
tues, I have written this finall remembraunce of his mightie 
mmts, no better gamifhed then pretious ftones fet m brafle^ 
protefting that I only have received my inftrudions of up- 
right £une, ftopping one of my eares when affedion prayfed, 
and the other when envy detraded. 

So that (Right Honorable) ^ou may greatly padfie your 
naturall forrow, with this preaous comforte, diat this briefe 
regifter of his worthynes, common to the world, may be an 
image of honour to the wife ; which prefent, I humbly pre- 
ient, under the protedion of your Lordihip, as the flidow of 
yourfelf, being the heire of your magnanimous brothers ho- 
nours by law, and of his vertues by nature. No more, but the 
Lord prt)ted your Lordihip in health and happines.
